These figures were secured today j 
From members of the Russian mission 
which is now in Paris. They confirm- j 
ed the belief recently expressed that 
Germany purposely falsified the re­ 
ports as to her population before the 
outbreak of the war. It is pointed o u t ; 
that, had Germany's population been 
only 65,090,000, as the pre-war census j 
showed, it could not have produced 
the man power already shown in the 
cour-e of th e war. 
It is estimated by competent war
